The Jaw simply provides that when a 
certain percentage of the electors sign a petiticn asking for the 
reca'l of any officeholder the elestic:: takes place as a matter of 
law. 

In the present instance, those fo the community who believe 
that the council is in the wrong would have an opportunity to test 
public feeling. 

The city council, as the law stands now, would scarcely be justi- 
fied or wise in going back for re-election. They were not elected 
on a recall basis. To resign under pressure would look like a sur- 
rendef.

INSTEAD OF READERS 


Experlmont Has Proved Very Success- 
ful In Now York and May bo 
Extonded. 


New York, March 2.—Young Ameri- 
ca has developed almost as keen an 
interest in the daily news as his elders. 
He is now reading it in the public 
schools of this city, and his teachers 
say he is not only learning the use 
of the English language faster than he 
did under the old system, but he is be- 
coming broader and more practical, 

“Newspapers furnish much better 
reading material for our pupils than 
books,” said Herman J, Fliederblum, an 
instruetor in evening school No. 147, 
Henry and Gouverneur streets, who 
was one of the first to advocate the 
new system. ‘We find that the boys 
beeome more interested in the daily 
news than in the ordinary text books, 
and the improvement in their speech 
is. remarkable.” 

Mr. Fiiederblum is one of half a 
{hundred teachers who use the news- 
| papers in preference lo the ordinary 
readers in evening. school No, 447. 
Most of the pupils are of foreign birth 
or parentage, and it has been found

that they ean more easi grasp Eng- 
ilish and apply it to everyday use by 
lreading the newspapers than by de- 


voting their time exclusively to books. 
Reading Twice a Weck 
a week are given over 
reading. The teachers | 
fecire! a number of articles which in| 
their opinion will appeal to the boys, 
and each pupil is given a chance to 
read a few passages. The others have 
copies of the same paper spread out 
on their desks before them and follow 
the reader as closely as possible. The 
teacher will question them regarding 
the meaning of various words, the 
sense of the sentences and as to the 
proper pronuneiation of words, 
“Instead of using a spelling book," 
said Mr. Fliederblum, “I now. select 
words from different articles my pupils 
read in the newspapers, I find this is 
much more effective, as the pupils take 
a keener interest in their work, Be- 
sides, the language in the newspapers 
is the language of every day use, and 
the pupils who becomes familiar with 
newspaper -reading and Jearns~ the 
meaning of words that are in common 
use’ has acquired a» more practical 
vocabulary than he could hope to ac- 
quire of the ordinary grammar school

spelling book and readers. 
He turned to an article he had 
marked and, addressing one of the 


boys, asked him to read aloud. 

“Boys in Rags, Parents Wear Furs 
and Gems,"’ was” the heading. Such 
words as glittering, amazing, bedecked 
and -splendor, appearing in the article, 
furnished food. for reflection. Mr. 
Fliederblum read over the article care- 
fully with half a°dozen of his pupils, 
calling on one at a time for an ex- 
‘planation: of the meaning of different 
words and sentences and pointing out 
their errors to them when necessary. 

Many of the articles were gone over 
in the same way, until every one of 
the pupils had been given a chance to 
read a passage or two from the paper 
aloud. 

“My pupils often tell me of going 
home and reading the same articles in 
Jewish, Italian and other papers pub- 
lished in a foreign language that they 
have already read in class in English," 
said Mr. Fliederblum. ‘They seem to 
take grea‘ interest in doing this, and 
naturaly it helps them to a better un- 
derstanding of what the world is do- 
ing. They become broader and their 
minds develop more readily." 

B. M. Lewis, principal of evening! 
school No. 147 is quite as:much of an 
enthusiast on the subject of newspaper | 
reading in the public schools as Mr. 
Fliederblum, and believes that the day! 
is not far distant when newspaper 
reading will become a regular part of 
the curriculum of all grammar schools. 
The sucess. with which the plan has 
met in the various schools where it 
has been tried is said to have attracted 
the attention of many of the foremost 
educators in the country. At present 
the pupils are required to furnish 
their own newspapers, but there is 
soem talk of trying to persuade — the 
board of education to supply the pa- 
pers, In this event New York City 
may attain the distinetion of being 
the largest newspaper subscriber in 
the world,

It is a peculiar fact that there are 
today hundreds’ of manufacturing 
plants all over the country, flourishing 
and paying big wages and dividends, 
though yesterday they were but small, 
struggling affairs, whose present pros- 
perity is due entirely to the tremend- 
ous growth of the automobile industry. 
Some of these lines of business that 
have grown far beyond the wildest 
dreams of those who started them are 
seemingly far removed from the fleld 
of motor-car manufacturing, writes 
Thaddeus S. Dayton of the £toddard- 
Dayton company in Harper's Weekly. 

Take the business of snake-skins, 
for example. For years snake-skins 
were a feature of the leather business, 
never large, but with a demand great 
enough to be worth the attention of a 
few people, in conjunction with other 
branches of the trade. The only difl- 
cully was that so few wanted this 
particular leather that it did not pay to 
hunt out members of the constrictor 
family systematically, slay them and 
bring their skins to market, because 
the market was quickly glutted. But, 
one day, some experts in automobile 
upholstering, constantly on the hunt 
for new and rich effects, chanced to 
come across some snake-skins, Ever 
since then the trade in that particular 
branch of leather has been considerable 
It is diflcult to find a more beautiful 
surface for the interior fitting out of 
costly cars—and there is a nice, new 
unexpected profit Where one would 
never have been thought of. It pays to 
bring in any number of these skins 
now. 

The automobile has completely revo- 
lutionized this machine-tool industry. 
When the “horseless vehicles," as they 
were called in the good old days when 
everybody doubted them, first began to
